LAKE SUCCESS. March 29—Rus­ 
sia and the United States face their 
first major clash on Palestine policy 
this week. 
That was the outlook today as 
delegates to the United Nations 
Security Council returned from a 
brief Easter holiday to resume debate 
on Palestine tomorrow afternoon. 
The two big powers hav e clashed 
on almost ev ery other issue before 
the U. N. but both had supported the 
Palestine partition plan until the 
United States rev ersed Itself 10 days 
ago. 
So far, Sov iet Delegate Andrei A. 
Gromyko has remained silent on 
the new U. S. plan for a special ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly to 
consider replacing partition with 
U. N, trusteeship. 
Security Council delegates, how­ 
ev er, expect the Sov iet delegate to 
deliv er a bitter blast at the U. S. 
either tomorrow or later this week. 
Gromyko has giv en broad hints that 
Russia still backs partition. 
The signal for the Sov iet attack 
may be the Introduction of an Am­

U. 8 . plan for a special assembly.

test is between the powerful Com­ 
munist party and the Christian 
Democrats headed by Premier Al- 
cide De Gasperi, who now presides 
over an unstable coalition of rig ht­ 
ists. If the Reds can elect enoug h 
members to control the assembly 
they will have g ained a priceless 
Mediterranean base from which to 
conduct 
a conquest of 
western 
Europe 
and 
the Greek-Turkish - 
Dardanelles zone. 
If De Gasperi 
can secure a safe majority, democ­ 
racy’s stars will be in the ascend­ 
ancy. 
The Italian Communists have 
announced that they intend to seize 
g overnment by force if denied "the 
power the majority will g ive us." 
The sig nificance of this alarming 
notice lies in these facts: 
The consensus of observers is that 
the "popular front’* of communists 
and their leftist allies will g et 35 
to 40 percent of the votes. 
This 
may be the larg est received by any 
one party or bloc. 
Anti-commun­ 
ist parties have indicated they will 
combine after the election to claim 
victory by majority and the rig ht 
to form the new g overnment. De 
Gasperi threw the Reds out of his 
g overnment last year and has g iven 
no indication that he wants them 
back. 
There are various factors which 
bid fair to influence the voting . The 
proposal of the Western Allies to 
return Trieste to Italy Is calculated 
to win democratic support. 
So is 
the knowledg e that American ma­ 
terial aid depends on loyalty to 
democracy. On the other hand the 
Reds have many converts who fol­ 
low Communism from choice. Then 
there are others who toe the line 
because of intimidation.

deciding factor. 
The way thing s 
look now It may reeolve itself very 
larg ely Into battle between reg ion 
and Red atheism—a fig ht between 
the Church of Rome and a Com­ 
munism which condemns belief in 
God as the dope of the proletariat. 
Pope Plus on March 10 placed 
his personal and official prestig e 
behind prelates and bishops who 
had been telling Italian Catholics 
to vote for candidates friendly to 
the church. He did this in a Len­ 
ten address in which he said that 
Catholics must vote for candidate* 
who stand “for safeg uarding the 
rig hts of God and of souls, for the 
true g ood of individuals." 
Then a few days ag o Eug ene 
Cardinal Tiaserant came out with 
sharp 
pre-election 
attack 
on 
Communists, in a messag e to priests 
and parishioners in his archdiocese 
in Rome’s environs. The cardinal 
declared: 
**I think that no menace as g rave 
as atheistic Communism has ever, 
confronted Christian civilization.” 
The prelate added that Catholics 
who favor Communism “cannot ask 
of priests to be admitted to holy 
sacraments, to have the ritual bless­ 
ing of the church, to belong to 
Catholic action 
. . . . and after 
death cannot have Christian ser­ 
vices. nor be buried in holy g round 
under the sig n of the cross.” 
Close to 100 per cent of all Ital­ 
ians are Catholics. 
Now the big 
question is how they will react to 
this edict.
